HOW  TO  PLANT 

Set  so  eyes  are  not  more  than  two  inches  below 
ground  level.  Pack  soil  well  around  roots  but  not 
too  much  around  eyes.  Cover  first  winter  (after 
ground  is  frozen  solid)  with  3  to  4  inches  of  straw 
or  litter.  Remove  early  in  Aprils. 

WHEN  TO  PLANT 

September  15  till  ground  freezes  in  November.  I 
consider  October  the  best  time  to  plant  as  then  they 
usually  bloom  the  first  season.  I  do  not  advise 
spring  planting  unless  done  very  early.

TULIPS 

Tulip  bulbs  should  be  planted  in  October  or  early 
November  about  4  inches  deep  where  the  drainage 
is  good.  They  enjoy  a  sandy  loam  soil,  but  will  do 
well  on  heavy  soils  if  planted  where  melting  snow 
will  immediately  drain  away.  When  ground  is  fro¬ 
zen  solid  cover  with  2  or  3  inches  of  straw  or  litter, 
which  should  be  removed  early  in  April. 

They  may  be  left  in  one  location  for  several  years 
or  may  be  dug  each  July,  stored  thinly  in  a  cool  dry 
place  and  again  planted  in  October  or  early  Nov¬ 
ember. 

The  tulip  bulbs  quoted  below  are  all  No.  1  size, 
imported  bulbs  that  will  give  the  largest  blooms 
under  good  conditions.  The  recent  tariff  law  in¬ 
creased  the  duty  on  tulips.
